A STEAMSHIP IN FLAMES. 


Burning of the Santiago—Rescue of the Pas- 
; sengers and Crew. 

New York, November 26.—The ship A. J. 
Fuller, from Liverpool, which arrived at 
quarantine tonigiat, reports that on November 
20th, at 1:50a. m., she sighted a glare as 
though from some burning ship. Hauled the 
ship toa couple of points and ran directly for 
the fire. Shortly after 7 o’clock, after run- 
ning thirty-three miles, we came up witha 
large steamship in a mass of flames from stem 
tostern.

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BOGUS MORTGAGES. 


HOW THE FREDERICKSENS RAISED 
CONSIDERABLE MONEY. 


AN INSTALLMENT PLAN FRAUD 


Paying Men Five Dollars for Signatures to 
Frandulent Papers and Then Putting 
Them Up as Collateral. 


Cicaco, November 26.--F. D. Cowie, a 
son-in-law of ex-Governor Rice, of Wisconsin, 
swore Out wattants yesterday against M. C. 
and D. M Fredericksen, of the Chicago firm 
of Fredoricksen & Co., and W. F. Bidgood, 
bookkeeper of that firm, charging conspiracy. 
Bidgood is in custody, but the others evaded 
arrest. M.S. Fredericksen is said to have 
gone to Europe. Telegrams have been sent to 
the New York police to intercept him. The 
firm has been in the hands of a reéveiver for 
several weeks, The issue of warrants is the 
latest phase of the alleged land swindles 
throughout the northwest, aggregating 
$200,000. 

HOW THE SWINDLE WAS WORKED. 

It isnow said that the amount involved in } 
the alleged fraudulent transactions of Fred- 
erickson & company, in connection with 
which their Cashier Bidgood was arrested yes- 
terday will reach $1,000,000. The charge is 
based on alleged crooked transaction in giving 
mortgages on lands to which the Frederick- 


sons had no title. These mortgages are said 
tohave been pledged as security for loans. 
Frederickson & company have been doing a 
large business iu western railroad lands selling 
for the most part small tracts of forty or fifty 
acres On the installment plan, the purchasers 
usually being immigrants or — people who 
wished to invest their earnings in farms. 
After a certain number of payments had been 
made Frederickson gave a deed mortgage on 
the land, being taken for the unpaid portion of 
the purchase money. These mortgages, it is 
alleged, were then given as collateral for loans 
or sold outright through the west. 

SOME OF THE VICTIMS. 

Among others, ex-Goyernor J. A. Rice, of 
Wisconsin; P. Nunnemacher, cashier of the 
Merchants’ Exchange bank, of Milwaukee, 
and E. J. Comstock, a Milwaukee lawyer, are 
said tohave been large buyers. Itis now 
claimed that many of these mortgages are 
worthless. 

When seen at Statem, Bidgood stated that 
his connection with the company was purely 
as cashier, and that he did not see how he 
could be implicated in the Fredericksen tran- 
sactions. he business, he said, amounted to 
50,000 acres a year, but he could not say how 
much of this was in mortgages. 

T. G. Cowie said that he represented the 
interests of his father-in-law, ex-Governor 
Rice, of Hartford, Wis., who, he said, was a 
loser to the extent of $100,000, or more, by 
the alleged fraudulent operations. ‘The 
charge we make,” he said, ‘‘is that 
Fredericksen, Bidgood and D. G. M. Freder- 
icksen were all concerned in this conspiracy. 
They got up the fraudulent mortgages, went 
out on the street and gave men five dollars to 
sign them. Then they went togapitalists 
with the mortgages and raised money on them, 
They gave mortgages on land in Minnesota, 
Dakota, and other parts of the northwest.

Many of these mortgages were placed in MiP 
waukee. Among the purchasers are Mr. 
Kendrick, Mr. Bryce, and Rudolph Nunne- 
macher, cashier of the Merchants’ Exchange 
bank of Milwaukee. Stephen W. Rawson, 
banker of Chicago, had some of them, but he 
is not hit for nuch.’’

An afternoon paper _ that eight or ten 
eastern capitalists contributed $100,000 to the 
coffers of Frederickson & Co., and E. G. Com- 
stock, a Milwaukee capitalist, drops about 
$70,000. Cowie makes a statement in which 
he estimates that a prominent Milwaukee 
man assisted Fredericksen by recommending 
their securities to his friends.

The scheme of the conspirators was a simple one, 
Fredericksen had plants of farm lands in Dakota 
and all parts of the northwest, and PY Peciae outa 
suitable piece, the description could filled out on 
a blank mortgage and seut to the clerk of the poy 
wherein the land is located. No abstract of iitle 
required by the Minnesota law in recording 
mortgages, and the mortgage bearing all the marks 
of genuine document similar to those held in great

back in the bands of the conspiratora. Then 
it was easily disposed of to investors,uniess the peo- 
ple to whom it was offered demanded a complete 
abstract, which, it seemed, very rarely ocourred, 
although it is astonishing that some of the 
shrewdest money men in Chicago were taken 
in by the scheme. The real owners of the 
property knew nothing of the scheme, of course, 
and the poor fellows who bought and partially 
paid for their lands, receiving ne igre abstracts 
of title, settied upon them and built homes, put in 
their seeds and stocked the places, only to be 
swooped down upon by the real owners and driven 
out. Thus the rich holders of the mortgages and 
the poor occupants of the land were robbed. 
Amoug the Chicago people and banking concerns 
in Chicago who had confidence in Fredericksen 
and are said to have invested in mortgages are F. 
G, Southworth, the Joliet steel man, who is said to 
be one of the biggest creditors of the company; &. W. 
Rawton, who, however, took the precaution of wt 
fecting his holdings, and will lose nothing; Fort 
Dearborn Nationa! bank. which holds a small bun- 
dle of rice paper mortgages worth about two cents a 
pound when paper and rags are in good demand, 
and the Chicago Loan and Trust company, which is 
in the same boat with the bank.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION IN SEB- 
SION AT 8T. LOUIS. 


SPEECH BY CHAIRMAN WARNER 


He Denounces the Demonetization of Silver 
as a Great Crime Against the Com- 
merce of the Country. 


Str. Louis, November 26.—The national sil- 
yer convention met at the exposition building 
at ten o’clock this morning, with about 350 
delegates in their seats and a large number of 
spectators, notwithstanding the rain. The 
great hall was handsomely and appropriately 
decorated, emblems of the character of the 
convention to be seen on all sides, while flags 
and bunting greeted the city’s visitors from 
the entrance to the stage. It was 11:15 when 
James Campbell oalled the convention to 
order. 

It was decided that the doors of the conven- 
tion shall be thrown open to the public. The 
entire afternoon was spent in the discussion of 
how the convention should vote. The matter 
was finally settled by the adoption of a resolu-

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An Outrageous Appointment. 

The republican leaders and editors are 
always complaining about the injustice that 
is done to negroes in the south by a class of 
white people who have more temper than 
judgment, and yet these leaders and editors 
are continually inciting the administration 
to pursue a policy that willexpose the. ne- 
groes to’ injustice by arousing and inciting 
the prejudice of thoughtless people. There 
is a constant pressure brought on Mr. Har- 
rison to aggravate the situation here and to 
add to the irritation of that class of white 
people which is quite ready to be irritated. 

| The latest experiment made by Mr. Har- 
fison in this direction is the appointment of 
a negress to be postmistress at the town of 
Eola, in the Louisiana parish of Avoyelles. 
That this appointment was made for the 
purpose of insulting and inflaming the 
whites there can be no doubt. There is 
not a member of the Harrison administra- 
tion that does not know the nature of the 
relations that exist between the races In 
some of the Louisiana parishes, and the 
pply explanation of this appointment, 
which is an outrageous insult to the white 
people of Eola, is that it is the deliberate 
purpose of the administration to stir up 
sirife between the blacks and whites. Such 
an appointment would not have been made 
in any northern or eastern town, for the 
simple reason that the white people would 
not tolerate it. If it should lead to trouble 
In Eola, who is to be held responsible for 
it—the people who feel that itis an insult 
intentionally put upon them, or the admin- 
istration which deliberately makes an ap- 
pointment that it knows to be obnoxious? 

There is no objection to the removal of 
the postmaster who has been holding the 
office, though he was perfectly satisfactory 
to the people of Eola. We have maintained, 
and we maintain now, that a victorious 
party ought to fill the offices with those 
who are in sympathy with its aims and pur- 
poses. The former postmaster at Eola is a 
planter and a man of affairs who held the 
office, as the Times-Democrat says, only out 
of consideration for his neighbors and 
friends. No doubt it is a difficult matter to 
find a respectable republican in that region, 
but surely the administration could have 
done better than to make an appointment 
calculated to inflame the whites. 

That the policy involving such an ap- 
rointment will work woful wrong and in- 
justice no one knows better than Mr. Ben- 
jamin Harrison, president of the Bill 
Chandler republicans. 


The Nationalists, 

The nationalists are marching on. 

Bellamy’s book, ‘‘Looking Backward,”’’ 
may be regarded as the starting point of 
the new party. About 200,000 copies have 
been sold, and the author is now making 
about $1,500 a month out of it. 

About a year ago some of Bellamy’s ad- 
mirers organized the first ‘“‘nationalist 
club’ in Boston. Among the members 
were such men as Edward Everett Hale, 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson, Rabbi 
Solomon Schindler, Miss Frances Willard, 
Mrs. Mary A. Livermore and Mrs, Morton 
A. Diaz. Lawyers, doctors, ministers and 
bewspaper men joined the society. 

The Boston club now has 200 members. 
Two other clubs have been organized in the 
city, and four more are forming. Wash- 
ington has one of these clubs, New York 
has three, and five more organizing. A 
elub at San Diego, Cal., has 130 members, 
and among them are two milliunaires. 
Nearly every large city in the country now 
has one or more -of these clubs. They 
are all independent organizations, but the 
parent club at Boston is regarded as the 
head. A magazine called the ‘‘National- 
ist,’’ published in Boston, is the organ of 
these reformers. In California the new 
party is already so strong that it proposes 
to enter politics. 

Bellamy found society thirsting for his 
theories. All over the country there are 
millions of discontented men who are firmly 
convinced that “there is something wrong 
These men say that it is 
wrong for so many people to get less than 
they really earn, while so many get more 
than they earn. They say that when one 
family in a community is worth a hundred 
million dollars, while another family is 
starving and in tears because its members 
cannot get work,.something is wrong and 
ought to be remedied.

Against 
this system we raise our protest; for the abolition 
of the slavery it has wrought and would perpetuate 
we pledge our best effurts. 

Briefly, the nationalists are in favor of 
having the government carry on every line 
of business, just as it runs the postofiice,. 

These revolutionists have actively begun 
their work. Last spring they tried to per- 
suade the town of Danvers, Mass., to estab- 
lish ite own clectric light plant and furnish 
its citizens with-electric light at cost. The 
matter came up in the legislature, and elec- 
tric light companies in other towns made a 
fight, taking the position that a town could 
not constitutionally engage in business. 
There was a bitter strifggle, and the 
nationalists were defeated. But they will 
now move in another direction. Their 
idea is to municipalize the street railway 
system of Boston, the largest in the world, 
and, whether they succeed or fail, they will 
still go on with their efforts. 

Although numerically small at .present, 
the new party is undoubtedly growing. It 
may suddenly go to pieces or it may become 
&@ recognized political factor. The only 
reasonably certain thing about it is the fact 
that its visionary and Utopian character 
will prevent it from ever dominating the 
country or leaving any permanent impress. 
The American people will have to undergo 
a mighty change before they will agree to 
surrender the control and ownership of 
their business interests to any form of gov- 
ernment. 


Republican Knavery in Montana. 

The republican theft in Montana has not 
proved to be as profitable as the leaders of 
that party had hoped. The democrats, by 
good luck and skillful maneuvering, have 
managed to more than hold their own. 

The republicans succeeded in stealing the 
election at Silver Bow, and have thus se- 
cured a fraudulent majority in the legisla- 
ture, but the democrats have the power to 
postpone the organization of the senate in- 
definitely, and thus prevent the election of 
United States senators. 

There are sixteen members of the Mon- 
tana senate—-eight democrats and eight re- 
publicans—but the vote of the republican 
lieutenant-governor would give the republi- 
cans a@ majority, and the senate could, 
therefore, recognize the rump house which 
has been set up. 

The governor of the state is a democrat, 
and a good one. Inorder to prevent the 
theft of two United States senators, which 
was on the republican programme, the gov- 
ernor kept the doors of the house hail 
locked and guarded until the hour for meet- 
ing. Balked in their purpose to take pos- 
session of the hall before the appointed 
hour, the republican members went off and 
organized a rumpconcern of their own, 
while the democrats assembled in tho regu- 
lar way in the regular hall and organized for 
business. 

The fuss is over the fraud committed by 
the republicans in Silver Bow county, 
where they were compelled to throw out 
the votes of one entire precinct in order to 
declare their legislative candidates elected. 
The democrats protested in vain against 
this fraud, and now they practically have 
the matter in their own hands. 

The republican and the democratic houses 
each has a quorum, each having seated its 
claimants from Silver Bow county; but as 
the democrats propose to prevent the organ- 
ization of the senate, the republicans can 
carry their programme of fraud no farther. 
If the democrats hold out, as it is their duty 
to, the result will be in the nature of a les. 
son that cannot be lost on the country.

One drachm was injected into Colo- 
nel <Avery’s left leg, half way between 
the knee and the ankle: one drachm 
in the left arm, and two  drachms 
in the same places on the right side. 

Dr. Green injected the same amount into 
himself at three places, one drachm into his 
left arm near the deltoid muscle, one drachm 
in the left leg half way between the knee and 
the ankfe, and threedrachms in the left side 
of the abdomen. The next morning the doc- 
tor suffered from fever and extreme soreness 
of the muscles. 

THE IMMEDIATE RESULTS. 

The operation took place on the 13th dav of 
August and the next day Colonel Avery went 
to Dalion and remained there nearly a month. 

He was 
for six days affected with a daily fever, for two

THE WEST VS. THE SOUTH. 


From Frank Leslie's Illustrated Newspaper. 

The reports of railway systems recently 
made show the losses of lines running east and 
west to those running north and south as two to one. 
In other words, the wheelof fortune has turned 
ninety degrees: the south is floating on a develop- 
ing tide of prosperity; the west, if not actually 
waning, is at least at equilibrium. 

The causes are not far distant. While the devel- 
opment of the west has for several years been large- 
ly in the direction of oxtensive railway constrne. 
tion, that of the south has been given tothe erec- 
tion of  blast-furnaces, §coke-ovens, manufac~ 
tories by the thousands, literal square miles of 
business blocks and dwellings, as well as the build- 
ing of 20,000 miles oi railways. The construction of 
railways west has largely exceeded the develop- 
mentof industries in that section, and has conse- 
quentty decreased the amount of traffic proportion- 
ally foreach trunk line;ou the contrary, the ex- 
pansion of Industry in the south has increased the 
traffic of north and south systems. 

The migration of industrses from the west to the 
south has been one of the remarkable spectacles of 
the times. Within the past few years the cattle in- 
dustries in the west, northwest and far southwest 
have been sonearly obliterated by blizzards and 
great droughis that ranchmen have been compelled 
to seek new flelds of pasturage in the middle and 
eastern south, where none of these causes have been 
known tothrive. It wili be remembered that the 
year 1887 was marked by the destruction in Texas 
of five hundsed head of ‘cattle per day 
by drought, and of ‘twenty to — ninety 
per.cent by blizzards in the northern ranges, The 
latter was from twenty to thirty per centin Wyom- 
ing, and from sixty to ninety per cent in Montana. 
The experiments in ranching in the south, west of 
the Mississippi river, show a better class of beef 
cattle, becanse the soil is prolific in lime, pure and 
simple, or in the form of sheil marl; the grasses are 
almost of perpetual growth, and grow with great 
luxnriousness; the climate is void of extremes of 
either heat orcold, and is consequently nearly at 
equilibrium. 

The migration of agriculturists trom west of the 
Mississippi tothe eastein and middle south is like- 
wise remarkable. Great forest fires, cyclones, and 
other natural causes are responsible for this, The 
brain and brawn—not much of the former—which 
for sears have swept through Castle Garden to the

flow. The result is seen in the immense growth of 
southern cities. Louisville has added several 
square miles of new manufactories and dweilings 
within two years, Its growth south has over- 
whelmed its exposition grounds, surrounded is 
race track—tbe Churchill Downs—and stretched 
into the bill country across the plains. Its popula- 
tion has increased from 123,000 In 1880 to 223,000. 
Nashville has come up from 46,000 population in 
T3880 «€6to.~—s«a120,000, Its growth in busi- 
ness blocks and im wealth ifs arazing. 
It is only in its vicinity, not elsewhere on the globe, 
that hundreds of farms may be found varying in 


‘| ‘value from $100,000 to $1,000,000. Decatur was not 


in existence a few yeara ago, but today it spreads 
over g large area. Its initial start was in the re- 
moval from Urbana, Ohio, of the United States 


‘Rolling Stock company with its capital of $4,000,000, 


its 600 employes, and its capacity of twenty cars per 
day. Next, the Louisville and Nashville railway 
planted fifty-séyen acres of car shops there, and at 
once Decatur went to the fore of American indus 
trial cities. Birmingham claimed only 26,000 popu- 
lation three years ago, but within its 
environs today are 110,000 people 
thirty huge blasts, rolling-mills, steel works, the 
largest business blocks, courthcuse, and hotel on 
thecoutinent. The Morris block there is probably 
among the business structures of the 
world. Montgomery had 3,000 people after the war, 
but today, without any assistance from outside capi. 
tal, and by its own industry, has 26,000 population 
and isa new and béautiful city. New Orieans,three 
years ego, was generally regarded asan Ameorican 
antiquity to whicb tourists made pilgrimages to see 
its foreign imstitations on American domain, Its 
queer catacombs and cemeteries, and its old-style 
architecture. Today the vestiges of the antique are 
divappéaring: French ts no longer taught to Creole 
children; St. Charles avenue is lined with palatial 
residences on modérn lines, although one, that of 
Mr. Durant Du Ponte, fs probably the only copy of 
the Alhambra for dwelling purposes iu existence; 
tmmense business blocks are replacing structures of 


“svood, stone and brick, conspicuous with rows of 


verandas at ai! stories. 

The eastern south can show similar though not so 
great and marvelous changes, The growth of south- 
ern cities is part of the result—the larger part—of a 
northern investment of overa billion dollars com- 
bined with awakened southern ability; for, of 
course, southern people provide the labor and brains 
largely, which are utilized in behalf of the expend- 
ed capital. I might speak of the great invesiments 
ot northern Capital used in draining some 56,000 
square miles in southern Florida: in the acquisition 
of all the southern pine tracisa—several million 
acres; other millions of acres of mineral 
tracts, comprising 42,000,000,000 tons of coalin Ala- 
obama alone—sufficient to last the world 12,000 
years; and vast deposits of iron ores scuttered all 
over the south—more than the world can doubtless 
use. Because these coal, fron and lime deposits are 
found together in thesame mines, blastsand ster] 
furnaces are being removed and erected on the 
mines themselves, thereby saving the cost of trans- 
portation of the raw material to the blasts. The 
result is,pig can be produced at six cents with profit, 
and even England, with her cheap labor, cannot 
long compete with usin any markets of the worid. 
Indeed, labor ean be'secured in the mining regions 
of the south cheaper than elsewhere because of the 
cultivation within the industrial fields of every iota 
of food and raw materia! for clothing desired. 

Such a state of affairs can only point to a serious 
result for the west, and it is beiter to confront the 
truth now than when it is too late fora remedy. 
Capital is bound to go where it can. get the most re- 
turn for its investment, “East and west trunk lines, 
by the great migration of industries and people 
from their territory to the south and by the alarm- 
ing deflection of capital to that section, must 
steadily decline in value, and be conducted at a loss 
greater than that which characterizes them at 
present. 

Further railway building in the west looks like 
sheer folly when we consider thatit mainly consists 
in duplicating trunk lines to enable those in exist- 
ence to get some advantage over rivals, ratber than 
developing any territory of consequence. The south 
has already called. a halton the growth of western 
cities. All of its territory will stand an enormous 
development, hence it will be necessary to con- 
struct double its present amount of railways, and 
this can be profitably done. 

lf there were no other sign of the times visible of 
the absolute truthfulness of the outlook as herein 
indicated, a recent move of the Vanderbilts would 
be conclusive. The brains of that family have sel- 
dom, if ever, been at fault in the matter of valuable 
investments. By their purchase of the control of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio railwey, in order to get 
an independent footing in the fieid of the vast new 
development of the south, they have admitted the 
whole question under discussion. Depend upon it, 
they will yet tap the gulf coast on the southwest and 
the Atlantic coast on the southeast; they will yet 
bisect the two great parallels of underlying ores 
extending in those directions, and bis@ct them 
lengthwise. 

There can be few more profitable booms for the 
west, except in the untamed but rich wilds of Min- 
nesota. The western grain areas are swept with 
every form of destructive elements—fires, blizzards, 
cyclones and drouths. Already her newly made 
citjzens are fleeing southward to escape like a stim- 
mer migrating bird, from the approack ing sere. Her 
great iron ranges—the Menominee, the Gogebic and 
the Vermillion—cokeless, coalless and iime- 
less, must soon stand paralyzed before 
cheap southern competition, batide which 
England’s effort will pale in  insignifi- 
cance, There cannot much longer be profit in 
shipping the northern ores to Chicago and Pitts- 
burg blasts. Dependent on the east for capital and 
coai, what is there leit for the west? The western 
railway lines, stocked and bonded at from three to 
ten times their actual value, on a basis of their 
prospective earnings merely, are already under ban 
by investors, Each succeeding report shows more 
expansion of rails, more destructive com- 
petition and rate- cutting, more ex- 
penses by increase of employes 
and their salaries. and consequently greater losses 
constantly increasing. The south has been the tail 
of the dog of industrial empire, It mustsoon be the 
dog. One can hear from afar the roar of her 
mighty volume of industries. In that awful roar is 
being silenced, and soon will be silenced forever, 
the howl ofthe bourbon, the squeak of the old fogy. 
the fires of sectional hate, the theoretical yelp of 
free trade, the ultimate struggles of prejudices of 
race.

Rosser threw up the window. ‘‘Buck”’ Adair 
was standing outside, and, shoving in a ticket, 
said : 

‘Here, I vote agin this ‘nexation, and I votes 
an open ticket.’’ 

No one in the room gave him any attention. 
Judge Rodgers had allthat. He was voting, 
and voted for annexation, and as his ticket 
wentin Mr. Rosser’s followed it, that gentle - 
man saying: 

“I'll just kill your vote, judge.”’ 

All this time Mr. Adair was clamoring fora 
chance to vote, and when he handed in his 
ticket it was sent into the box to keep com- 
pany with Mr. Rosnet’s. 

Two kinds of tickets had been supplied. 
One was a square piece of past-board and 
upon it in large black type was printed ‘‘for 
extension.’’ The other ticket was made of 
ordinary writing paper and “against exten- 
sion’’ printed upon it was the lithographed 
hand writing of -Hon. A. G. Ho eal. once 
intendent of the suburb. 

The great dissimilarity of the tickets 

enabled those standing about to tell 
easily how the votes was going and many pri- 
vate tally sheets were kept. 

At8 o'clock eighty-three“votes had been 
cast and of them about sixty-five were against 
the extension. Between eight and nine the 
voting continued lively, but after that it began 
to fali off. At 10’clock 159 votes had been 
polled and during the last two hours nine more 
were added. 

Then the managers lunched upon cheese and 
crackers and ginger snaps with water to wash 
itdown. During the lunch Mr. ‘‘Buck’’ Adair 
was admitted to the room and passed nis time 
toasting cheese on the end of a stick. He was 
careful, however, to eat all the cheese he could 
roast himself. 

After the lunch the managers opened the 
box and made the count. 

Of the twenty eight votes for the annexa- 
tion, nineteen were white and nine colored. 
The 140 votes against it were about 114 white, 
with the rest negroes, 

The election passed off quietly. There was 
no drinking or quarrels, and everybody is 
thoroughly satisfied with the result. 

The result, however, is a genuine surprise to 
the annexationists, as even those who had 
little hope of victory, felt certain of a larger 
yote. 


IN THE COURTS. 


A receiver was yesterday granted by Judge 
Clarke for the business of A. J. Jacopus, who 
carries on a retail dry goods store at No. 146 
Decatur street. The petition for receiver was 
filed by Rosser & Carter, attorneys for Blum- 
enthal Bros., the amount of their claim being 
$478.75. It is alleged that Jacobus is insolvent, 
and that the amount of his liabilities greatly 
exceeds his assets. 

Judge Clark appointed D. C. Loeb temporar y 
réceiver, and set Saturday fora further hear- 
ing of the case. 

The city court is not in session this week, all 
the cases sét for the present term having been 
disposed of. When court convenes next Mon- 
day the criminal docket will be taken up. 


Next Monday the criminal branch of the su- 
perior court will meet, Judge Richard A. 
Clark presiding. There are a number of in- 
teresting cases on the docket. It is probable 
that the cases against the East Point rioters 
will be called. 

The legislature did not forget the justice 
courtin its various enactments. Hereafter, 
whenever a rusli of business makes it neces- 
gary, any one or all of the justices of the peace 
in Atlanta may appoint. additional constables, 
to tide their court over the crush. The wérk of 
late years has been very heavy on the bailiffs, 


} and in Justice Owens’ district especially. In 


ten months he has had nearly two thousand 
cases on his docket, civil and criminal, and on 
the north side of the railroad the business has 
been equally as heavy. The action of the leg- 
islature in providing additional helpis very 
gratifying to all the justices as well as their 
constables.
